Deduction For Losses Other Than 
From Sale Or Exchange Of 
Capital Assets. 
Deductions for losses are divided 
into four classes, and to be allowed 
must follow closely the wording of 
the income-tax law. Losses are de­ 
ductible if incurred (1) in the tax­ 
payer s trade, business, or profes­ 
sion: <2) in any transaction entered 
into for profit; 
(3) 
from 
fires, 
storms, shipwreck, or other casual­ 
ties, or from theft; and (4) from 
wagering transactions. 
Business 
losses 
result, 
usually, 
from the purchase and sale of m er­ 
chandise. 
Such lasses usually are 
ascertained by means of inventories, 
which are required whenever in the 
opinion of the Commissioner of In ­ 
ternal Revenue their use is neces­ 
sary to determine the Income of 
any taxpayer. 
The term “transaction 
entered 
mto for profit” means any kind of 
business proposition. 
For example, 
a taxpayer purchases an automobile 
to be used solely for business pur­ 
poses and which is sold at a loss. 
As this is a business proposition 
from start to finish, the lass is de­ 
ductible, subject to the limitations 
of section 117. 
But if he had pur­ 
chased the automobile to be used 
for pleasure or convenience, the de­ 
duction would not be allowed; it 
yi as not a transaction entered into 
for profit. 
A loss sustained in the theft of 
an automobile purchased for pleas­ 
ure or convenience is deductible, as 
it falls in class 3. 
If, because of 
faulty driving but not of “willful 
negligence", an automobile m ain­ 
tained for pleasure is damaged, the 
taxpayer may claim the lass sus­ 
tained, as it 
comes 
within 
the 
meaning of the 
word 
“casualty.” 
vV here damages result 
from 
the 
faulty driving of an automobile with 
which the automobile of the tax- 
paver collides, the lass occasioned 
the taxpayer likewise is deductible 
Losses from wagering transactions, 
whether legal or illegal, are deduc­ 
tible only to the extent of gains 
rrom such transactions.

Ju st about this tim e of the year, 
the odor of boiling m aple sap begin 
to fill the woods as people who are 
fortunate enough to have a grove of 
maple trees take tire annuel yield of 
sugar water, and mnke maple syrup 
and maple sugar. 
Tills vicinity does not boast 
a 
large num ber of these tree , but 
there are a few camps in Law re m s 
county. 
One in particular which is now 
being worked Is th at belonging to 
W illiam 
C unningham , 
located 
in 
Scott township. 
At this place a 
grove of nearly 50 trees has been 
tapp+^i, and before this cold spell 
set in, were spouting forth their 
supply of sweet sap. into the fam il­ 
iar wooden buckets fa tened to the 
sides of the tre^s. 
At the C unningham cam p the 
first sap has already been boiled 
down into the various by-products 
and they are waiting now until the 
tem perature ruses in order th at the 
sap will again flow. 
According to H. R. McCullough, 
county 
farm agent, there 
arc a 
num ber of other maple groves in 
this county which will be worked 
this year. 
Another large one is 
located in the vicinity of Enon Val­ 
ley. 
He also indicated that the in­ 
dustry has declined u this area very 
fast during the past several years. 
Many of the trees have died, and a 
great num ber have been blown down 
by the wind storm s, until but a few 
trees rem ain. 
One 
or 
two 
wooden 
pails 
are 
placed on eacn tree, depending on 
the size of the tree, a: I from 5 to 
40 gallons of sap are obtained from 
each tree during a season. On? tree 
can be counted upon to produce from 
a pint to one gallon of syrup or one 
to seven pounds of sugar. A 32-gal­ 
lon barrel of sap is needed to m ake 
one gallon of syrup or eight pounds 
of sugar. 
If the weather breaks within a 
few days and m ounts to 30 degrees 
or more during the daytime, the 
cam ps in the vicinity will again be 
producing m aple syrup and sugar. 
It requires from six to eight hours’ 
boiling to reduce the crude sap. 
which comes from the trees, to the 
more thicker syrup.

Dr. William C. Hunslcker, Philadel­ 
phia director of public health, pro­ 
duced statistics showing that the 
army of physicians under him have 
successfully combatted a mild ouf- 
break of influenza and pneumonia. 
Persons living in the state's more 
populous communities were advised 
by him to guard carefully against 
tiie dangers of common cold and 
stuffy nose. 
Prevention Methods. 
Officers of the State Medical so­ 
ciety’, now studying reports of a rise 
in the number of 
measures to the 
spread of the disease. 
Dr. Joseph 
Stokes, Jr., a member of the society, 
who is seeking to develop a vaccine 
effective against flu, explained th at 
the steps are. in short, from cold, 
to grippe, to flu. 
“The number of cases of influenza 
is already greater than any full year 
since 1931“ declared Dr. Hunsicke*. 
“To date 530 cases and 124 deaths 
have bt en reported in Philadelphia 
in 1937, as compared with 36 cases 
in 1936.’ 
Pneumonia seized 900 Philadel­ 
phians and caused 451 deaths oe- 
tween January 3, 1937, and today, 
an increase over last year’s number, 
public health authorities revealed. 
Among the victims were five m em ­ 
bers of one family who succumbed 
during the last three weeks. 
Some suggestions for building up 
a resistance against colds are: 
Eat well-balanced ratals, including 
plenty of fruit and vegetables, and 
not too much meat.
